New Steel 
Legislation 
Promised 


: London, Apr. 9. 

The Prime Minister, Mr 
Winston Churchill,  an- 
nounced today: that the 
Government will -introduce 
legislation to end State 
ownership of the steel in- 
dustry and road transport: 
during the present session 
of Parliament. 

He revenled the plan to de- 
natlonalise road transport in the 
Hquse of Commons this aftere 
noon. Later he made the an- 
nouncement about . the — steel 
industry to a private meeting 
of Conservative backbenchers 
who ‘were anxious :to. know. 
why the Government had not 
yet fulfilled its election, pro- 
mises made last Octoker on 
these issues, - . 

An official statement Issued , 
after the meeting said Mr-Chur- 
chill “thanked Members for 
their assiduous attention to 
Parliamentary duty and. the 
consistent ‘and substantial 
majorities it had produced.” 

The statement sald the meet- 
ing displayed a firm intention to 
support the measures necessary 
to implement the ‘Government's 
election programme. 

Tonight's’ meeting was also 
understood to have discussed the 
Government's refusal to lift the 
purchase (sales) tax on cloth- 
ing in British shops,
